authorized at a meeting of 50 
boycott groups from around the 
country here on Wednesday. 


The House will act next week on a 
bill that would roll back all prices, 
including food prices and interest 
rates, to their March 16 levels and 
rents to Jan. 10 levels. The Senate 
has passed a wage price bill 
mandating only rent controls in 
addition to a simple one year 
extension 
of President 
Nixon’s 
wage-price control powers. 


Mrs. Allaro denounced the effort 
to roll back food prices only as far 
as March 16 levels. 
‘Passage of this bill would only 
encourage a rise in food prices, ” she 
said. “Some of our key commodities 
are lower today than they were 
March 16.” 
As an example, she said, hogs 
were marketed for $39.60 per 
hundredweight. 
Several 
otner 
commodities were similarly lower, 
she said. 


“If that roll-back is not approved 
by the House and the Senate, then 
tne local boycott leaders from 


around the country who attended the 
conference have authorized me to 
announce that there will be a 
massive, 
nationwide boycott of 
meat purchases during the first 
week in May, followed by a second 
week boycott of poultry and fish, ” 
she said. 
““The millions of women who 
joined the boycott movement in 
reaction to outrageously high meat 
prices, will not settle for a March 16 
roll-back.

Human error blamed for 
crash of two airplanes 


SUNNYVALE, Calif. (U.PI) - 
The commander of the Navy’s 
Pacific air fleet blamed human 
error Friday for the aerial collision 
of a space agency flying lab and a 
patrol plane which killed 16 men. 
“ Of course, someone made an 
error, ” Rear Adm. Herbert S. 
Ainsworth told newsmen as the 
Navy and the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration opened a 
joint investigation into Thursd^’s 
crash about 30 miles south of S^an 
Francisco. 
Ainsworth, commander of the 
Fleet Air Wing, Pacific said there 
was no indication of mechanical or 
aircraft failure — “ we have to look 
to personnel.” 
Eleven men aboard the NASA 
Convair 990, outfitted as an aerial 
laboratory, and five Navy personnel

the

submarine patrol plane died when 
the two aircraft plunged onto the 
12th fairway of Sunnyvale Municipal 
Golf Course and exploded in flames.

VICKSBURG, Miss. (UPI) - The 
swollen Mississippi River, already 
at its highest point in 35 years, rose 
slightly higher Friday and residents 
north of Vicksburg were warned to 
leave their homes as rising waters 
of the Yazoo River pushed through a 
dam. 
Civil Defense officials said 150 
families in the Eagle Lake area north 
of here might be forced'to flee 
because of the break in the Muddy 
Bayou Dam. Most other residents of 
the 
area, 
one 
of 
central 
Mississippi’s favorite fishing spots, 
had left earlier because of prior 
flooding. 
The U.S. Corps of engineers had 
rushed 4,000 tons of crushed rock 


from an emergency stockpile last 
weekend to bolster the earthen dam 
protecting the lake and numerous 
fishing camps from the Yazoo. 
Some officials said the breach in 
the dam may cause the lake to rise 
from two to four feet within a 24- 
hour period. 
The Mississippi itself appeared 
stabilized at Vicksburg at its highest 
level since 1937. 
The National Weather Service 
said the river reached a crest of 50.4 
feet at the Vicksburg gauge on 
Thursday and rose another two- 
tenths of a foot Friday. But officials 
said this was due to waves or 
channel surges and was not caused 
by more floodwater.

McCord, former security chief for

re-election campaign, 
next 
Friday. 
“ Our desire," Shumway said, “is 
that McCord’s testirnony be made 
public as soon as possible ^ that we 
can avoid hearing about it through 
leaks, hearsay and innuendo.” 
U S District Judge Charles S 


Richey Thursday turned down a 
request from Sen. Sam J. Ervin, 
chairman of the special Senate 
Watergate investigating committee, 
that ne keep secret McCord’s 
testimony in the $6.4 million civil 
damage suits stemming from the 
bugging. 
On Thursday, McCord’s lawyers 
told reporters that their client had 
dropped plans for a news conference 
about the Watergate next week, 
saying Ervin had asked him to 
refrain from public statements. 
McCord, granted immunity from 
further criminal prosecution to 
encourage ,his 
cooperation 
in 
continuing investigations of the 
Watergate, has testified in private 
before both Ervin’s committee and 
the federal grand jury which has 
resumed its inquiry into the matter.

construction and $69 million in

Originally, the administration had 
planned to spend only $439 million of 
the 
$635 
million 
approved 
by 
Congress for impacted aid in the 
current fiscal year ending June 30, 
so the $507 million released Friday 
was more than the school districts 
had been promised 


Officials said the increases would 
vary, but that each affected district 
would receive a boost of no less than 
four per cent more than previously 
promised. 
“ The amounts ... are consistent 
with the President’s budget and are 
a part of the current year plans to 
hold spending to $250 billion in 
1973,” the Department of Health. 
Education and Welfare said 
Details 
of 
how 
much 
local 
districts will receive will be made 
public next week. 
To hold federal spending in check, 
the administration had previously 
told school systems near federal 
military and civilian installations 
they would receive only 50 per cent 
of the full amount Congress decided 
they were entitled to, officials said 
Some interim payments already 
have been made under the 50 per 
cent of entitlement rule, but figures 


were lacking on how much of the 
$507 million total this represented 
The $68 million for schools hit by 
Agnes will have to come from 
savings in other programs such as 
vocational rehabilitation to stay 
within the President’s spending

activity. As with Watergate 
ten years later, the public 
didn t 
particularly 
care. 
The 
circumstances 
did 
bring on a confrontation at 
which 
Profumo, 
looking 
Harold Macmillan in the 
face, said: I am innocent. 
Macmillan took Profumo’s 
word, as English gentlemen 
are schooled to do. and 
vouched 
for 
Profumo’s 
innocence to his cabinet and 
to the Parliament. When it 
transpired 
that 
in 
fact 
Profumo 
had 
lied, 
the 
resulting 
embarrassment 
transformed his sin from 
one of the flesh to one of the 
spirit, 
and 
Macmillan’s 
goverment very nearly fell. 


It is the Profumo Factor 
that has elevated Watergate 
to a serious challenge to the 
Nixon 
Administration. 
However preposterous, not 
to 
say 
venal, 
it 
is 
to 
count enance 
the 
von 
Hoffmans who leap happily 
to the conclusion that Nixon 
is 
personally 
guilty 
of 
everything that was done on 
his behalf, the question is 
now open — opened by 
James McCord — who else 
was was involved. It is 
McCord’s 
allegation 
that 
others than the convicted 
were 
involved. 
More 
Americans now care than 
did 
when 
it 
was 
only 
mischief they saw as having 
been done. They care that 
lies have allegedly been 
spoken, and they want to 
know who spoke them and 
they want those who did 
speak them to suffer a 
condign punishment for the 
faith placed in them by their 
supporters who were willing 
to take their word. It has 
become a matter of national 
principle to discover who 
lied, and to whom.

Commission approves 
beer sales at Cachuma 


The County Park Commission voted this week to 
recommend a county code amendment which if approved 
by the Board of Supervisors will allow the sale of beer at 
Lake Cachuma recreational area for the first time. 
Glenn L. Todd, of the Cachuma Lake Store, had requested 
permission to sell beer. County Park Director Michael 
Pahos supported the request, and said Cachuma is the only 
lake park in the Tri-Counties that prohibits sale of beer at 
present. 
The action taken by the commission would also allow 
concessionaries at other county parks to apply for 
permission to sell beer. 
The present county code states that “no person shall sell 
any alcoholic beverage in any county-owned or county- 
operated beach or park. ” 
However, the commission recently recommended, with 
board ratification, that the county code be amended to 
allow groups visiting county park areas to sell beer on a 
one-day basis with permission of the State Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board. This ordinance change, however, 
did not give park concessionaries leeway to sell beer to 
visitors. 
“I am convinced this is a service the public would enjoy,” 
Pahos said, in speaking of the Cachuma Lake proposal.

Judge rules 
courts 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A federal 
advisory 
committee 
said 
today 
that 
Mexican-American students in the tiny 
Santa 
Barbara county community of 
Guadalupe were victims of excessive 
corporal punishment in the community’s 
public schools. 


A 55-page report issued by the California 
State Advisory Committee to the United 
States Commission on Civil Rights charged 
that Anglo teachers in the district choked 
and otherwise caused bodily injury to 
Mexican-American students and that the 
injuries were severe enough to require 
medical treatment in some instances. 


“Most common complaints were that 
teachers banged children’s heads against 
walls, used paddles in classrooms on girls 
as well as boys, and put tape on students’ 
hair and mouths,” the report said. 
It also said there was a pattern of 
reprisal 
against 
Mexican-American 
parents and community residents who 


attempted to protest conditions in the 
district’s two public schools. 
The report said testimony during a series 
of meetings in the area in May and October 
of 1972 charged arrests, loss of jobs, 
reprimands from supervisors at work and 
threats of deportation, all related to 
conflicts with the schools. 
“The district has an obsession to punish 
and to discipline, and this tragic fault has 
come close 
to destroying 
it 
as an 
educational institution,” the report said. 
The committee, chaired by Los Angeles 
attorney Herman Sillas, recommended 
immediate investigations and appropriate 
action by the U.S. Department of Justice 
and the California Commission for Teacher 
Preparation and Licensing, plus numerous 
other changes. 
The report said that three-fourths of the 
3,500 people in the farming community are 
Mexican-Americans but only one of the 
district’s 
37 
teachers 
is 
Mexican- 
American.

Oil well drilling may 


resume in Channel 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Navy and Marine summary 
courts-martial in which the 
defendants did not have a 
lawyer were ruled illegal 
Friday by a federal judge. 
The 
American 
Civil 
Liberties 
Union attorney 
who brought the class action 
said that 1,500 enlisted men 
now serving sentences on 
summary 
courtmartial 
convictions would be freed 
without a retrial. 
U.S. District Court Judge 
David W. Williams ruled 
that 
the 
su m m a r y 
proceeding, in which a sole 
military 
officer acts as 
judge, jury, prosecutor and 
defense 
attorney, 
was 
illegal because it violated 
the right of the accused to 
counsel. 


Military law, the judge 
said, “cannot justify denial 
of 
basic 
constitutional 
rights, 
when both 
these 
rights and the needs of the 
military can be successfully 
accomodated.” 


Nathan 
R. 
Zahm, 
the 
ACLU attorney, said it was 
a 
“ landmark’’ 
ruling 
because it was the first time 
a court had ordered the 
release of so many men 
from jail. 


Although the suit was 
filed in the name of several 
Southern 
C a lifo r n ia 
Marines, 
Judge Williams 
said his ruling would apply 
to all such Marines and 
sailors so as not to “offend 
traditional notions of fair 
play 
and 
substantial 
justice.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The Interior Department 
said Friday it had taken a 
first step toward possible 
resumption of massive oil 
well drilling in the Santa 
Barbara Channel off the 
California coast where a 
major oil spill occurred in 
1969. 
Then Interior Secretary 
Walter J. Hickel suspended 
drilling on federal leases in 
the channel after a blowout 
on a Union Oil Co. platform 
sent oil spreading over the 
channel waters and beaches 
in 
1969. 
Production 
has 
resumed 
on 
only 
five 
platforms since then. 
A spokesman said the 
Interior 
Department had 
authorized oil companies 
holding federal leases in the 
channel to “unitize” their 
tracts for exploratory and 
production drilling: that is, 
one company will conduct 
joint drilling operations for 
itself and several other 
lease holders. 
But the spokesman said 
that in most cases the oil 
companies would have to 
submit 
drilling 
and 
operation 
plans and get 
them 
approved 
by 
the 
Interior Department before 
they could actually begin 
exploratory drilling on tne 
34 tracts covering nearly 300 
square miles. 
He said it probably would 
be late 1974 or some time in 
1975 before drilling could 
begin, since public hearings 
would probably have to be 
held and environmental

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The resurrection of Lompoc

The cross on the hill at the end of 
South H Street was erected in 1912. 
Today the curious and the inspired 
go to the Lompoc City Hall to 
inquire about the cross’ history, but 
employes claim little knowledge of 
it, except that it has been there for a 
long time. 
“One day a young couple came in 
very excited and they wanted to 
know about the cross; we couldn’t 
help them. So they said they were 
going to investigate it. We asked 
them to come back and tell us what 
they found out, but they never 
returned,” a city hall employe said 
last week. 
Once a week, Bill Ruffner, head of 
the 
city’s 
electrical 
utilities 
department, sends a maintenance 
team up a dirt road to replace light 
bulbs, as needed, and generally up 
keep the huge structure. He doesn’t 
know if Lompoc or Santa Barbara 
County own tnat side of the hill or 
when the city began maintaining the 
cross. 
Conception of the cross came 
from a new and progressive rector 
at the La Purisima Catholic Church, 
a man described as “far out for the 
times” . Thirty days after Father 
C.N. Raley thought of building a 
cross to commemorate the 125th 
anniversary of the La Purisima 
Mission’s founding and the 100th 
anniversary of its destruction by 
earthquake, it was erected, just 
below the old mission’s ruins but 


still in view of the new mission 
across the Santa Ynez River. 
“He called together a few of the 
public spirited citizens of Lompoc 
and unfolded to them his plans, 
which were approved of at once and 
committees 
were 
appointed,” 
reported the Lompoc Record.

The day was hailed as the 
beginning of a new era in 
Lompoc 


On December 5, 1912, a 22 feet 
high, reinforced concrete cross was 
elaborately 
dedicated. 
Many 
California 
newspapers 
carried 
stories about the dedication. The 
day was hailed “as a date that will 
remain fresh in the minds of the 
citizens of Lompoc for many years 
to come, and events of that date 
should be but the beginning of a new 
era in the history of this historic 
locality.” 
Frank Signorelli and his family 


have lived on top of the hill for the 
past 14 years. The white cross 
stands near his property’s border. 
The only information he can offer 
about the cross is what’s already 
inscribed on a two foot square 
marble 
tablet attached 
to the 
cross’s backside. It reads: 
“ La 
P urisim a 
Conception 
Mission, founded December, 1787 
“Destroyed Dec. 21,1812 


People wanting to get a closer 
look at the cross frequently trek up 
trails etched in the hillside, only to 
start Signorelli’s four dogs barking. 
The people don’t bother him. 


When 
the 
cross’ 
22 
bulbs 
brilliantly light up at night, this 
doesn’t bother him either. A big tree 
counters the glare. 


Kids shoot bulbs out with BB guns. 
This annoys him and Signorelli 
chases them away. 


The other act of vandalism that 
has befallen the cross was in the 
1920’s. 
One 
morning 
Lompoc 
residents woke to see the cross 
painted fire engine red. The Ku Klux 
Klan was accused of perpetrating 
the job. 


The incident resounded in irony 
because the cross had been the 
project and gift of Lompoc’s entire 


community, regardless of creed. 
Catholics and non-Catholics worked 
to raise money to build it and 
C atholics 
and 
non-Catholics 
attended the High Mass dedication. 
According to one Lompoc pioneer, 
the cross was built at a time when 
“The Methodists thought they were 
the best. The Protestants thought 
they 
were 
the 
best. 
And 
the 
Catholics thought they were the 
best.” 
Under 
the 
headline of 
“The 
Resurrection 
of 
Lompoc,” 
The 
Monitor, a diocesan weekly in San 
F r a n c i s c o , 
e x p r e s s e d 
its 
interpretation of the cross. 
Lompoc, a December 14, 1912 
issue indicated, “had awakened to 
the fact that right on its southern 
border the city possessed a treasure 
which an enterprising community 
would have cherished long ago. The 
reason for the indifference was 
chiefly due to the bigotry of a large 
portion 
of 
the 
settlement 
established by people who imagined 
prohibition and righteousness to be 
synonymous 
terms. 
The 
few 
Catholics who had strayed into the 
district were simply lost in the 
crowd...” 
For more than 20 years, a non- 
denominational 
Easter 
sunrise 
service was held on the hill, under 
the cross. This practice has since 
terminated. 
(Ed note: Old photos below and

MANY RESIDENTS TODAY don’t know when or why 
the cross above South H Street was built. It was 
considered an important historical event in 1912. People 
are attracted by the cross for different reasons. Kids 
with BB guns use the bulbs for targets. 


FIVE YEARS AFTER the cross was built (at lower left) this photo was taken (1917). 
Trees and foliage pretty much cover the hillside now. Also, the cross is fenced off. Note 
an unpaved H Street and Ocean Avenue. 


Art review 


Reading cliffs and crevices 


Artist Alexander Nepote would 
have us read rocks, cliffs, and 
crevices. An exhibition of his latest 
symbolic landscapes are now on 
display in the Allan Hancock College 
Art Gallery. 
Twenty-two water color paintings, 
ranging small to very large in size, 
depict rock formations. A fallen tree 
branch 
or 
dead 
leaves .are 
sometimes added in the formations. 
Sometimes 
large 
round 
stones 
resembling balls more than rocks 
preface formations. 
In other scenes, a sea is visible in 
the 
background. 
But 
mostly 
Nepote’s landscapes are close views 
of rocks; 
their merging points 
compose the whole painting. 
What makes this curious subject 
matter even more so is Nepote’s 
color choice. His rocks are no brown 
or gray, but green, red pink, and 
orange. These colors appear as 
strong highlights or colored shadows 
that flicker, rather than the natural 
hues of the material. 
P a r a d o x i c a l l y , 
the 
rock 


formations 
look 
common 
yet 
uncommon. A viewer could see 
similiar rocks near any beach 
except for their Kool-ade color 
quality. 
The artist titles these works 
“Three in Quiet Space”, “Dry Red 
Cliff”, 
“Odd Rock Below Red 
Cliff”, “Colorful Transition,” “Pink 
Cliff Rock”, and “Golden Cave 
Niche” . 
Nepote s rock works have been 
described 
as mysterious 
and 


surrealistic. Some feel that certain 
stones possess a human quality. 
Others have dubbed one or two 
works as moonscapes. 
Nepote, apparently, is offering 
viewers an opportunity to see an 
everyday scene in a profound way. 
He comments “ ...these painting...of 
cliffs (and) crevices lead us to feel 
the spirit of massiveness, vastness 
or intimacy and to realize such 
experiences 
as 
aloneness, 
ambiguity, and mystery.” 
As a viewer, face one of the 


paintings and look into it. Think not 
of your everyday problems, but 
“ man’s 
predicament 
in 
the 
universe.” Maybe you can begin to 
understand the'artist’s statement. 


Nepote 
calls these particular 
water colors “paper constructions”. 
A painting is composed, in part, 
with pre-stained paper which he 
pastes to paper board. The pre­ 
stained pieces of paper create a 
touch texture. 
Delineation is done in watercolor 
and acrylic. The overall style is a 
tight composition. 


George 
Muro, 
fine 
arts 
department chairman, singled out 
Nepote s talent to competently use a 
vast color range. For example, one 
painting goes from white at the 
bottom to black in the middle 
without hard breaks. The colors just 
seem to move in naturally. 
This show can be viewed through 
May 9. Most works are for sale. 
Price range: $80 to$1000.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
It is too early to bury Mu­ 
hammad Ali the boxer. He 
has been too full of the un­ 
conventional, the unpredict­ 
able, and has too often ful­ 
filled the most bizarre prom­ 
ises. 
We have seen, said How­ 
ard Cosell, who talks, the 
last of a once-great fighter. 
This requiem was sung on 
television immediately after 
Ali looked like he was fight­ 
ing in mud in his loss to the 
unheralded Ken Norton. 
Red Smith, the exquisite 
columnist, and critics such 
as Bob Waters of Newsday, 
seem to be writing Ali off. 
“The ego of a champion 
disdains the likes of ham- 
and-egg fighters — the kind 
Ken Norton is and always 
will be,’’ wrote Waters. “But, 
in the ring, the mind and 
body have to work together. 
They quit as a team yester­ 
day and an era ended . . . 
Ali’s magic died yesterday.” 
This was written before the 
medical reports showed that 
Ali’s jaw was broken in the 
first round of the 12-round 
fight, which Ali lost on a split 
decision. What amazed the 
surgeon who operated on 
Ali’s controversial m o u t h 
was how a man could have 
fought at all, what with the 
excruciating pain. “The bone 
which was broken had three 
or four jagged edges,” said 
Dr. William Lundeen. “The 
edges kept poking into his 
cheek and into his mouth.” 
Some believe Ali’s incen­ 
tive is gone because he dis­ 
dains training and that, since 
his greatest foe, Joe Frazier, 
had already been beaten re­ 
cently, Ali seemingly has 
been going through only the 
motions. During the three- 
and-one-half years of exile 
when Ali refused to accept 
his military draft, critics be­ 
lieved that Ali’s boxing lust 
remained solely to regain his 
heavyweight boxing crown

NBA delays draft 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The National Basketball Associa­ 
tion’s 1973 college player draft, scheduled for Monday, has 
been postponed until Thursday, it was announced Friday by 
NBA commissioner Walter Kennedy. 


The draft was delayed three days so the NBA’s Board of 
Governors can meet Wednesday to settle the dispute 
between the Philadelphia 76ers and the Seattle Supersonics 
concerning the first round order of the draft. 


A federal judge ruled Thursday Kennedy “exceeded his 
powers” in ordering Seattle to forfeit its first round 
selection to Philadelphia because of the Sonics’ signing of 
John Brisker. 


The issue involved the contract signed by Brisker, who 
jumped from the rival American Basketball Association to 
the Sonics last August. Kennedy approved the contract a 
few days later but Philadelphia, which drafted Brisker 
after his college career endea, claimed it had sole 
negotiating rights to the 6-foot-5 forward. 


The 76ers filed formal charges after Brisker signed with 
Seattle and Kennedy reversed his earlier decision last 
November, ruling Seattle violated “the simple principles of 
fair play” and awarded Seattle’s first rounapick in tne 1973 
draft to Philadelphia. 


In a statement released Friday, Kennedy said: 
“Last November, 1 awarded Seattle’s first draft choice in 
the 1973 college draft to Philadelphia because of Seattle’s 
conduct with respect to the player John Brisker.”
